Opera  “Martha”  Comes  to  Campus 
October  22  in  Entertainment  Series 


Lucius  Pryor  Presents  His 
Streamlined  Version  in 
Modern  Costumes. 

Narrator  Assists  Singers 

Emile  Henan,  Baritone,  Directs 
Cast  of  Young  Artists  Who 
Appear  in  Loved  Opera. 

On  October  22,  at  8:15  p.  m.,  the 
opera  "Martha,”  the  first  major 
entertainment  of  the  year,  will  be 
presented  in  the  College  auditorium. 
"Martha,”  perhaps  more  than  any 
ether  opera  written,  deserves  the 
title  "Old  Favorite.”  The  composer, 
Fredrlch  von  Flotow,  was  present  at 
the  first  performance,  sung  in  Ger¬ 
man,  in  Vienna,  in  1847.  It  was 
sung  in -English  for  the  first  time 
In  New  York  in  I852,  and  ffom.thab 
day  of  this  "Mtfrtha’t.IttftJbeep.Rre-, 
sent!  in, the  fepeJTjjfre. jpf{  the  great- 
opera,  companies  of  the  world.

:  .  Styles  in-  stage  presentations  have 
changed- during  the '  last,  fifty  years. 
■American  audiences  demand  fast- 
moving  performances,  and  they  no 
longer  tolerate  long  waits.  The 
sedate  presentation  that  was  suc¬ 
cessful  half  a  century  ago  bores  the 
modern  audience  of -young  Ameri¬ 
can,  according  to  some  producers. 

Attempts  Streamlining 

A  half  dozen  years  ago  Lucius 
Pryor  who  had  been  associated 
with  many  opera  tours,  decided  to 
attempt  a  condensed  version  of 
opera,  streamlined  for  the  pleasure 
of  American  audiences.  He  discussed 
his  idea  with  many' musical  :friends.

The.loto  C.  B.Llkac^iih, well-known 
music  critic,  believed  in.  the  idea  arid 
even  went  .so  far.'as.to  -iyrite  a- script. 
Then,  Pryor,  himself,  wrote  another 
script.  Ernest:  Hutcheson,,'  at  That, 
time  president  of  New  York's  Jull- 
liard  Graduate  School,  and  Gean 
Greenwell,  the  famous  operatic  bass- 
'  baritone,  also  'gave’  a 'great"  deal'  'of : 
time  to  the  experiment.  So  the 
streamlined  opera  was  done  from  a 
composite  script  of. .nil1  four;  The  re¬ 
sult  was  called  “Pryorized  -  Opera’.1' 
for  want  of  a  better  name  In  order, 
to  distinguish  this  method  of  pre¬ 
sentation  from  imitations  which  were 
sure  to  be  made  if  the  plan,  proved 
successful. 

The  first  year  “Faust”  was  pro¬ 
duced  with  an  excellent  cast,  and  It 
was  a;'  big  success..  Then  came  “Don-. 
Pasquale”  with  a '  longer  tour  and 
larger  crowds..  Next  came  “Carmen," 
and  Pryorlzed  Opera .  had  arrived. 
Now  tlhs  year  the  much-beloved 
"Martha”  has  been  produced  and 
will  have  the  longest  tour  of  any  of 
the  Pryorized  operas. 

The  cast  for  “Martha”  is  a  fine 
group  of  young  artists,  headed  by 
Emile  Renan,  director,  baritone,  and 
narrator;  Lois  Marcus,  soprano; 
Carol  Jones,  mezzo-soprano;' Henry 
Cordy,  tenor;  and  Werner  Singer, 
pianist.

Produced  in  semi-concert  form 
with,  modern  dress,  Pryorized  Opera 
uses,  the  narrator  to  present  the  con¬ 
tinuity,  in  place  of  tiresome  dialogue 
and  seemingly  endless  repetition.

Reading  Program  • 

Is  Instituted  at  >  1 
College  This  Fall 

Miss  Dora  B.  Smith,  After 
Study  in  Chicago,  Takes; 
Charge  of  Work. 

A  Freshman  Reading  Program,, 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Dora  B. 
Smith,  Is  now  toeing  offered  to  Col¬ 
lege  students.  It  is  required-  of 
freshmen  students  who  failed  to 
meet  the  passing  requirements  on 
a .  screening  test  which  was  given 
at  the  beginning  of  the  quarter. 
The  classes  are  helcl  in  a  room  in 
the  library  known  as  the  reading 
laboratory,  and  students  enrolled 
must  meet  the  classes  twice  a  week 
or  for  twenty  lessons. 

The  Faculty  Council  voted  last 
spring  to  have  a  laboratory  reading 
program  this  year.  The  purposes  of 
the  program  are  to  Increase  the 
student’s  speed  of  reading,  to  im¬ 
prove  his  comprehension  of  thought, 
and  to  enlarge  his  vocabulary. 
Therefore,  anyone  .making  lower 
than  thirty  per  cent  on-  the  fresh¬ 
man  reading  test  ls  required  to 
take  part  in  the  reading  laboratory. 

-  At  the  present  time  the  course 
is  open  only  to  freshmen.  Later, 
Miss  Smith  hopes  to  be  able  to  offer 
it  to  other  students  in  the  College 
who  wish  it  and  to  members  of  the 
Horace  Mann  High  School..  It  is 
intended  -that  the  course  toe  of  ser¬ 
vice  to  the  entire  district  and  not 
just  to  the  College  campus. 

Miss  Smith  spent  the  past  sum-, 
mer  at  the ,  University  of  Chicago 
studying  In  preparation  to-  direct 
this' reading  laboratory.  Her  studies 
were  carried  bn  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Dr.  W.  S.  Gray.  .  • 

According  to  Miss  Smith’s  -pres¬ 
ent  plans  for  conducting  the  pro¬ 
gram,  Informal  testing  will  be  used 
throughout  the  quarter.  Students 
will  be  encouraged  to  appraise  - the 
results  of  their  practice.  It  Is  hop¬ 
ed  that  through  self-appraisal  they 
Will  see  needs,  will  work  with  under¬ 
standing,  and  will  want  to  apply 
themselves  to  the  task  before  them.

High  Ratio  of  Veterans  ‘  ■' 
Is  Shown  in  Enrollment 

Seven  -  hundred  -  forty  -  seven 
•students  thronged  through  the  halls 
of  the  College  the  opening  week, 
among  them  357  men  and  8  women 
who  are  veterans  of  World  War  II. 
Forty-nine  per  cent  of  the  total 
college  enrollment  is  receiving  gov¬ 
ernment  aid  through  veterans  legis¬ 
lation,  according  to  figures  released 
by  Mr.  Harold  V.  Neece,  Business 
Administrator  of  the  College,  Sep¬ 
tember  17. 

An  increase  of  forty-four  and 
one-half  per  cent  ln  GI  enrollment 
was  noted,  as  119  veterans  returned 
from  last  quarter,  to  be  joined  by 
244  ex-GI’s  attending  their  first  col¬ 
lege  session  since  discharge. 

Nineteen  of  these  three-hundred- 
sixty  men  and  women  are  en¬ 
rolled  in  school  under  Public  Law 
(act  giving  educational  aid  to  dis¬ 
abled  veterans),  while  the  remain¬ 
ing  346  come  uniter  Public  Law  348 
(GI  Bill  of  Rights).
